MANY BILLS WILL FAIL OF EX- 
- ECUTIVE . APPROVAL, 


SONOMA FARM MEASURE 
AMONG FIRST DISPROVED | 


Thirty Bills, Carrying Appropriations | 
Approximating $800,000, Blue Pencil. | 
ed In One Day’s Work—Hundreds of 
Others to Meet Same Action. 


Sacramento.—It appears that Gov- 
ernor Richardson may eclipse his veto | 
record of two years agc, when he 
vetoed about 50 per cent of the 932 | 
measures approved by the senate and, 
assembly. He has given notice that 
he will wield a ruthless pen on the 
hundreds of biJls which the legisla- 
ture sent down to him for his consid- 


eration, and has indicated what his, 


feelings are by sending in thirty veto 
messages for the records of the legis- 
lative journals on the last day of the 
proceedings. Of this something over 
$800,000 were appropriations, among 
them the measure to re-establish the 
Sonoma farm for delinquent women. 

The gas tax bill and the San Fran- 
cisco harbor transfer measure, from 
a political standpoint, are two of the 
most difficult hurdles in the way of 
legislation the governor now has be- 
fore him, with the gas tax affording 
the embarrasing problem. The strong- 
est opposition to the gas tax bill 
comes from the south, where the gov- 
ernor is soon to go to sound out the 
sentiment The Southern California 
Automobile club is keeping up its re- 
sistence to that measure. 


PROFESSOR’S ATTACK ON JEWS 
RESENTED AT LAW SESSION 


Washington.—The meeting of the 
American Society of International 
Law was thrown into a turmoil. When 
Professor Brown of Princeton uni- 
versity, delivered a speech containing 
harsh criticism of Jews, many of his 
hearers, resented his remarks, and 
former Secretary of State Hughes, 
who was presiding at the time, left 
the convention hall.

Sacramento.—Senator Breed decid- 
ed not to press his constitutional 
amendment to declare oil companies 
public utilities, which, if adopted 
would place them under the control 
of the railroad commission. 


While he believed his measure 
sound in principle, it was so late in 
the session and unquestionably would 
have met with much opposition, and 
caused lengthy debates. 


When asked if he would introduce 
it at the next session, he said that 
was too far ahead to discuss. 

The proposal to do away with par- 
tisanship in connection with the se- 
lection of members of the legislature 
and state cfficers was defeated by the 
senate. The plan, though introduced 
by Republican senators, met with the 
warm approval of the Democratic 
members, as they feel that partisan 
nominations is a handicap to them, 
since if the nominations were non- 
partisan candidates of the Democratic 
faith would stand a much better 
chance of being elected, as frequently 
these have been defeated solely be- 
cause they were Democrats, although 
there are no party lines drawn, and 
have not been in the legislature for 
years. 

The defeat of two apportionment 
bills, cne based upon population, as 
provided by the constitution, and the 
other on the plan to give the rural 
districts control of the senate, with 
the assembly given over to the centers 
of population, very probably means 
that at the next election we will have 
an initiative measure along the for- 
mer lines. 

Such a measure requires’ only a 
majority of the popular vote and the 
cities can far outvote the balance of 
the state, if they stand together. Of 
the 1,281,778 votes cast last, year for 
president, Los Angeles alone cast 457,- 
457. 

The state fishing and hunting li- 
cense fee has been raised to $2. It 
was stated during the debate on the 
measure in the senate that the in- 
crease will give the fish and game 
commission another $1,000,000 during 
the next two years. 

The assembly passed a measure 
providing for continual registration 
after January 1, 1930. It closes the 
registration books thirty days before 
an election, allows a voter to trans- 
fer from one precinct to another by 
card, and provides for the cancella- 
tion of registration in case a voter 
does not vote at a general election. 

The final week of the session, as in 
former terms, was a time of ex- 
citement, many roll calls, nerve 
racking experiences and legislative 
absurdities. It had been decided that 
each house should close its work on 


| its own bills by noon on April 24. But 


when noon arrived there were many 
bills, resolutions, etc., which had not, | 
been reached on the calendar and | 
therefore the farce of stopping the 
clock at five minutes to noon and 
continuing the sessions for hours af- 
ter that time was resorted to. 

This method is practiced all the 
way from the United States senate 
down the line to municipal councils, 
when it is a question of time. I have 
never known it to be objected to but 
once and that was by Governor Henry 
T. Gage, who insisted that the real 
time, by the clock in his office, should 
be followed, and who refused to re- 
ceive any bills, or sign any measures 
that did not arrive on time by that 
time peace. : 

The first time he put that rule into 
use it caused great consternation, 
and since he went out of cffice it 
has never: been applied. 

Senator Ingram fathered a Dill 
that would seem to be unnecessary 
under the budget provision of, the 
constitution, which provides that 
every department or agency of the 
state must be budgeted, and that no 
appropriaticn be made for any of them 
in the future unless the money asked 
for has been presented to the legis- 
lature in the shape of a _ budget 
through the board of control. 

The effort to abolish capital pun- 
ishment did not get, out of committee. 
Its author, seeing that there was no 
chance of it passing and that even if 
passed the governor would certainly 
veto it, the bill was abandoned. 

Senator Dennett’s plan to have a 
one-house legislature received only 
sixteen votes in the senate. It need- 
ed twenty-seven. 


A measure designed to prevent the 
recurrence of the situation that de- 
veloped at the last presidential elec- 
tion requiring the La Follette electors 
to run on a Socialistic ticket, was 
passed by the assembly and sent to 
the governor, making possible the 
nomination of independent electors by 
petition.

As soon as 
it was apparent that a child was in 
danger the air brakes were applied 
and the fireman, George Ramsay, 
made his way to the pilot and succeed- 
ed in pushing the baby from the track 
with his hand before the wheels could 
touch him. Other than a few scratches 
and a soil smudge on his cheek from 
the fireman’s glove, little Daniel was 
unhurt. The train was traveling at 
about fifteen miles an hour, according 
to the report of the crew, and was 
stopped four feet beyond the spot 
where the child had been sitting. Or- 
son Smith, father of the baby, is an 
employee of the Boise-Payette Lumber 
company. The mother was Ill in bed, 
which accounts for his being on the

, Instruction and Practice. . 
It is a continuing source of wonder 


| that so many golfers begin and keep 
| on playing the game without ingtruc- 


tion. Many of them take seeming 
pride in the statement that they never 
have had a lesson. That statement 
needs no verification. The player's 
swing is sufficient proof. It is within 
bounds to say the majority of average 
golfers have a very hazy idea of how 


| to make a correct swing and why any 
Sensational , 


swing is incorreet that does not let 
the club hit the ball at right angles to 
the line of flight. 


Almost any average golfer or person | 
who proposes to take up the game has | 


a friend who is classed as an expert. 
The beginning of all wisdom, in a golf 
sense, is to learn by the experience of 
others. By all means talk matters 
over with this friend. Almost cer- 


tainly the advice will be good if the! 


friend is a real one besides being a 
real expert. 


There are a thousand variations of | 


stance, grip and swing, any of which 


may be right for the persons using | 


them. It is not too broad a statement 
that any swing is correct if it brings 
the club and ball into the right con- 
tact to bring off the intended result. 
But with that definition it must be un- 
derstood that there are certain cardi- 
nal principles which must be present 
in every_-eWing which brings about 
good results. It frequently happens, 
especialy with the beginner, that these 
essential elements are present acci- 
dentally. But the beginner can by no 
possibility repeat the good results. The 
harder he tries the worse the result. 

The mechanics of the swing must be 
learned thoroughly and then anchored 
by intelligent practice. And that prac 
tice must be continued until the right 
swing can be repeated indefinitely and 
almost mechanically. All that sounds 
like hard and grinding work. On the 
contrary, even a moderate amount of 
ambition for. improvement will, or 
should be, sufficient incentive. 

Here !s a conclusion it will be worth 
while to remember: To show improve- 
ment in his game, a golfer must have 
a good understanding of the makeup 
of the swing and put in enough prac- 
tice so that he can concentrate on the 
game itself rather than on methods of 
making the swing. 


Timing. 

It might be a good plan for profes- 
sional golf teachers to concentrate the 
ideas of their pupils on the fact that 
it is the timing of all the elements of 
a swing that brings about the required 
results—the right speed and position 
of the club head. No written instruc- 
tions can give the whole idea. It 
must be explained by the professional 
through a course of lessons as the 
combination of all the mechanics of 
the swing at the exact instant the 
club is in contact with the ball. Only 
the skilled teacher can tell whether 
this combination is correctly made or 
what element went wrong. 


undue importance on one of the ele 
The pupil may get that ele- 
ment just right but it is worse than 
useless if it does not fit into the swing 


a reason for every part of the correct 
golf swing. Child imttators of the 
swing of a champion may duplicate it 
correctly but they themselves never 
will become champions without know- 
ing why they use a certain grip, stance, 
etc. The reason for this is that some 
element may at any time go wrong, 
due to a change unnoted by the player. 
He will be absolutely helpless to cor- 
rect the trouble unless he knows just 
what effect each element has on the 
swing. 

It is the duty of the professional 
teacher to carefully explain all the 
elements of the swing. The pupil must 
use a certain grip because it best fits 
his swing, and must kngw why that 
grip is the best for him. He must 
know the reason for every part of the 
stroke or he becomes a phonograph 
disc. That might be all right if the 
dise never became worn or broken. 
That is exactly the position of the 
mechanical player when part of his 
swing goes wrong. He is a broken 
disc. The record is all on the disc 
but it can’t make the music of perfect 
timing unless it is mended or replaced. 

The pupil must take the word of the 
instructor, 
comes up he should never leave it 
until he not only is able to make the 
move correctly but also understands 
fully why it is necessary and just ex 
actly what it accomplishes.

SEASONABLE GOOD THINGS 

Now that the fields are full of the 
delicious mushroom,: free to any for 
the gathering, let us in- 
dulge in: 

Creamed Mushrooms.— 
Brush one-half pound of 
fresh mushrooms, peel 
the caps and cut the 
stems into small pieces. 
Cook the stems in but- 
ter for five minutes, then 
let sigamer while 
the caps are being brotled with a bit 
of butter in each, Add a cupful of 
cream then the stewed stems ,and 
serve with the broiled caps as a sauce. 

Pot Roasted Rabbit—Dress and 
clean two rabbits and disjoint the 
Pieces ready for serving. Cover with 
cold water to which a tablespoonful 
| of salt and one of vinegar have been 
, added, and let stand several hours. 
' Drain, wipe dry and roll in seasoned 
flour. Put into a deep Scotch kettle 
with an Iron cover, add a slice of pork 
and try out the fat slowly; cover 
| Ughtly. Add a tablespoonful of water 
if the meat gets too dry and cook until 
tender, seasoning toward the last of 
the cooking. 

Quick Nut Bread —Mix and sift two 
cupfuls of bread flour, add one-half 
cupful of sugar, four teaspoonfuls of 
; baking powder, 
salt. Add three tablespoonfuls of soft- 
ened butter and two of lard; one egg, 
well-beaten, one cupful of milk and 
one cupful of walnut meats coarsely 
chopped. Beat thoroughly and turn 
| into a buttered pan. Let stand twenty 
minutes, then bake in a moderate oven. 

Veal Loaf.——Take three pounds of 
lean veal and one-half pound of un- 
cooked ham, chop both rather fine, add 
one teaspoonful of salt and one-half 
teaspoonful of pepper, three soda 
crackers rolled fine, then add three 
beaten eggs, three tablespoonfuls of 


= - 


ing water. Mix all together thorough- 
ly. Grease a bread pan and press the 
mixture into it. Cover and bake one 
hour in a moderate oven. Uncover and 
brown, baking another half hour. 

New Carrot Salad—Put a few car 
rots through the meat grinder, add a 
little chopped onion and more chopped 
celery, a few fiuts finely minced and 
serve well moistened with a good 
mayonnaise on lettuce. 

Spanish Meat Dish.—In the bottom 
of a well-greased baking dish lay some 
slices of roast beef, lamb chops, veal 
or chicken; cover with a thin layer 
of finely shredded onion, any leftover 
gravy or brown sauce, then a layer of 
thinly sliced raw potatoes; cover with 
a cupful or more of tomatoes, enough 
to moisten the dish, and bake in a 
moderate oven until the potatoes are 
tender.
